Both the White and Dill bills are 


designed to give the federal govern- 
ment broader control of radio acllvl- 
tlps but proposed different methods of 
going about It Hepre^entath e White. 
Kepublican, Maine, feels that his plan 
is best, while Senator Dill Democrat, 
Washington, is convinced what be 
suggests would be better. What radio 
legislation is enacted at the forthcom- 
ing session probably 
will depend 


largely upon the attitude the authors 
of the two measures take 


The White bill proposes that the 


federal government exercfoe control

scattered throughout New England 
and New Tork were implicated In its 
promotion. While its prizes were 
saW to bare run as high as 17.000 
it was reported that they represent- 
ed only a part of the total sum re- 
ceived from thousands of specula- 
tors.

authorities revealed, was started, af- 
ter Joseph T. Stepfcensen. a Boston 
bank clerk
